Died suddenly at one o'clock in the morning of January 24, 1908, 
at his residence, 21 Marion Place, Saratoga Springs, N. Y. He 
had been in ill health for some months and had only recently 
returned from a trip through the south, where he had hoped to 
regain his health. The immediate cause of his death was menin- 
gitis. The funeral was held on Sunday afternoon, January 26, 
the interment taking place in Green Ridge Cemetery, Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y.

Our Triennial 
Committee, composed of Barnes, Beers, and Bennett, were given 
a hearty vote of thanks and unanimously reelected as the 
Sexennial Committee. It was voted that we hold no regular 
reunion at the Bicentennial. After the Secretary's report, the 
meeting adjourned. 

Before starting for the ball game in the afternoon we had 
our pictures taken, on the steps of the Tontine Hotel, and then, 
headed by our band, we gave the New Haven girls a chance to 
again see '97 S together, arrayed in white sailor costumes. 

It is needless here to state that our dancing on the field and 
cheering for the team were of a nature to surprise the oldest 
living graduate, but we did not have the good fortune to see Yale 
do up fair Harvard, as she is accustomed to do. 

After the game, we went around and cheered our old "profs," 
who told us that we were the "only class, etc.," which, of course, 
we knew. Then we adjourned to Harmonic Hall for the Class 
supper, which was all that it should have been. Bob Grant of the 
Cup Committee gracefully presented the Qass Cup to Jack Rose, 
for the Class Boy, John Barclay Rose, whose extreme youth 
prevented his being present. We were told, however, that he 
was worthy of the honor. The meeting broke up somewhere 
about ten with an illuminated parade and fireworks on the 
Campus.

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THE SEXENNIAL 



The success of the Triennial reunion was repeated in the Class's 
Sexennial celebration held in June, 1903, when sixty-four men 
came back. A number were in town by Monday, and had a 
"game" at Savin Rock that evening. Tuesday morning a large 
number of the Qass attended the general alumni meeting in 
Alumni Hall. 

The business meeting of the Class was held in 31 North 
Sheffield Hall at 11 130 a. m. A vote of thanks to the Sexennial 
Committee, Amos F. Barnes (Chairman), Winchester Bennett 
and Qifford W. Beers, was passed, and they were reelected to 
serve as Decennial Committee, with the addition of W. K. 
Shepard. Reports were read and a few minor details of business 
transacted. Mention should be made of a telegram sent to Pro- 
fessor A. Guyot Cameron, now of Princeton, but formerly of 
Sheff., and voted the most popular professor by this Qass. The 
telegram read: 

Ninety- Seven S, assembled for Sexennial, sends greetings, 
and regrets you are not with us. 

(Signed) Amos F. Barnes^ Chairman, 

A telegram of appreciation and good wishes was received in 
reply at the Qass supper. It was received with great cheers. 
The Secretary was also instructed to send to Professor Cameron 
resolutions of good wishes in suitable form. 

The Class uniform was a very picturesque one, consisting of 
white duck suits with blue coat collars, blue buttons and blue 
pocket-flaps. The hats were of soft white duck, with two 
crossed Yale flags in front, and " '97 S" in the center. The 
picture of the Class was taken on the steps of North Sheff. after 
the business meeting, and the men then went to the headquarters 
of the Qass at the Tontine Hotel, where the Qass Boy, John 
Barclay Rose, acted as host and passed the Qass Cup about. 

The American Band of Waterbury led the Class out to the 
Field to see the Harvard game, where the usual "stunts" were 
carried out. After the game, the men called on President 
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Hadley, Director Chittenden and Professor Brewer, and in each 
case were rewarded with a welcoming and congratulatory speech 
by the recipients of their cheers. 

The Qass supper was held at Turn Halle on Court street, and 
lasted until about ten o'clock. Then the men marched over to the 
Campus and joined the other reunion classes in celebrating with 
Roman candles, red and blue fire and sky rockets. The reunion 
was a great success.

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THE DECENNIAL REUNION 



That the year 1906-7 has taken rank in history as an earth- 
quake year is an admitted fact. Though the effect of the earth's 
restlessness has been evident to all, the cause, despite investiga- 
tion by recognized scientists, remained a mystery until Yale's 
Two Hundred and Sixth Commencement was well under way. 
Then it was that a body of unrecognized — almost unrecognizable, 
becostumed scientists, graduates of the Sheffield Scientific School, 
of the Class of '97,. in Decennial conclave assembled, cast, as 
bait, bits of superior gray-matter into the muddy waters of pure 
reason and drew forth a solution, if not the solution of the 
bafHing problem. 

Why should the Earth tremble? Indeed, why should it not 
tremble, while staggering masses of intellect, upon which Yale 
had put the stamp of her inspiring approval, gravitated toward 
the University confines? The preliminary quakes which shook 
cities to destruction served only to jar the minds of Yale men 
into an enthusiastic harmony which made it delightfully easy 
for the returning classes to give evidence of loyalty to their 
Alma Mater. These earth-shiftings served also another purpose. 
They were as the propping-up of a grandstand in anticipation 
of an unusual load. It was necessary, of course, that a support- 
ing force should be mysteriously exerted, if that sacred portion 
of the earth's surface, underlying the "Yale Zone" at New 
Haven, were to remain undisturbed, while a mighty pile of intel- 
lect, not to mention timber — of the presidential and bonfire 
variety — should be assembled within a small radius. 

With becoming but not necessarily natural modesty, the Class 
of '97 S shares with all other reunion classes its earthquake 
glory ; but part of its glory — ^the glory of its raiment — it refuses 
to share with any other Class, past or present. In this seemingly 
selfish monopoly '97 S is justified ; for with characteristic 
audacity it disregarded precedent, cast aside that over-worked 
color, Yale blue, and bedecked itself in raiment as proper as it 
was pleasing. 
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With the thought in mind that a costume cut along the lines 
of sense and sensation should, if possible, be evolved for the 
Class, fashion plates of a century ago were consulted. The 
search resulted in the selection of a gentleman's costume of the 
period of 1812. It consisted of a long-tailed, mouse-colored coat 
with blue velvet collar and cuffs, and brass buttons, appropriately 
placed ; a white stock, and a straight brjmmed high hat of gray 
velvetine; a cane to protect the hat; a multi-colored waistcoat 
of kaleidoscopic design, a veritable "front" — its back consisting of 
nothing but an elastic band which played an accommodating tune 
throughout two days of joyous stress and strain; — ^and, to com- 
plete the beatific vision, let the imaginative reader conjure up 
the peg-top trousers of light blue which effectually hid from a 
gaping public, legs ranging from mere props of the attenuated 
sort to legs elephantine. In selecting a more artistic costume 
than had hitherto been worn by any class on a like occasion, 
'97 S blazed an artistic trail which, if followed by future Decen- 
nial, Sexennial and Triennial committees, may tend to convert 
an amusing spectacle of varying excellence into an amusing and 
edifying pageant. 

More than half of the Class returned for the Decennial, — over 
ninety men (not forgetting the Class Boy, who, with distinction, 
played the part of a man) being in line in the Reunion Day 
Parade. Sixty members of the Class attended the business meet- 
ing held in North Sheffield Hall on Monday, June 24th. At that 
meeting the following men were elected as officers and committee- 
men: Hopewell L. Rogers, president; John B. Rose, vice presi- 
dent ; G. Barrett Rich, Jr., secretary ; Ross Hickok and G. Bar- 
rett Rich, Jr., committee on resolutions; Winchester Bennett, 
W. Kent Shepard, Amos F. Barnes, Clifford W. Beers and John 
B. Rose, quindecennial committee. 

The '97 S "Long Distance Cup" was awarded to Gaston H. 
Edwards, who traveled from Panama to New Haven (via the 
Horn) to attend the Reunion. It was voted that the Qass send 
a "long-cheer," by wire, to Professor A. Guyot Cameron. The 
message was worded as follows: Ninety-Seven "Sheff" sends 
you its best wishes and a Decennial long-cheer. Each Reunion 
only serves to prove the depth and permanence of the impress 
made upon the Class by your inspiring personality.

Someone at the business meeting permitted his mind to wander 
afield — or shore-ward, and as a result of a suggestion made by 
him, the Class decided to go to Savin Rock for dinner, etc. 
(Emphasis on "etc.") Assembling at sunset at the Tontine 
Hotel (Class Headquarters), a car-load of '97 S men started for 
the shore. There, at the Colonnade, a dinner consisting for the 
most part of sea-food was served. It was a delight to the eye 
of those living near the coast to see "land-lubbing" classmates 
from the fresh-water States make way with the clam and lobster 
combinations. Though it would be unfair to all concerned, to say 
that the land-lubbers ate lobster with cannibalistic zest, it is 
safe to venture the remark that they ate sea-food with such 
evident pleasure that a sea-weed salad would have been accepted 
and swallowed as an epicurean triumph. After dinner, a mem- 
ber of the Class, possessed of "inflooence," went to the "White 
City" and borrowed the Second Regiment Band. With tinkling 
cymbals and tooting horns at its head, the Class indulged in a 
military drill and then stormed the "White City" where a lively 
evening soon lost itself in the midnight hour. Before that hour 
arrived, however, the memories of all had been enriched, if 
multiplicity of impressions amounts to enrichment. 

First, for a price, the sacred precincts of a "Palace of Magic" 
were thrown open to the seers and wise-men of '97 S. An 
Indian fakir exhibited illusions which, to a less imaginative 
audience, would have been baffling. Naturally, having solved the 
earthquake mystery, to puncture bubbles from India was easy. 
At this juncture, thirst, the mother of discovery, led the Class 
to "The German Garden," where, with humming bird-like skill, 
the flock found and sipped nectar to their taste. This aesthetic 
oasis, once discovered, became rather popular, and deservedly so, 
for reunionists should have what they need, or — safer state- 
ment — think they want. Soon, other attractions within the con- 
fines of the "White City" shared in the pervading perfume of 
"The German Garden." The fellows, of course, "Slid the Slide," 
"Shot the Shutes" and "Bumped the Bumps," — and they did it 
with a graceful abandon, all the more interesting because of 
the contrast afforded by their antics and the quiet dignity of the 
Class costume. To observe the shades of 1812 on roller skates 
was an animated anachronism worth going far to see. 
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The White City "game" was brought to a fitting close. After a 
troupe of professional cake-walkers had played its appointed part, 
the Class, en masse, stormed the stage and negotiated a cakewalk, 
invented in one of those inspired moments which crowd the happy 
hours of comradeship. This "stunt" consummated, decorous riot 
gave way to a very proper enthusiasm. The Class then wended 
its way to Miller's, where the dignity of age, and the restraining 
influence of a gentleman's costume, helped all to acquit themselves 
with more than less credit. 

Somewhere near midnight, nearly all of the original car-load 
of ten-year-olds returned to town on the same car. Just such 
friendly banding together continued throughout the Reunion. 
Not only were friendships renewed, and cemented, but fellows, 
slightly acquainted while undergraduates, became good friends in 
the grasping of a hand,— or the clinking of glasses^-or both. 

There is little to tell about the Reunion Day Parade. Suffice 
it to say that '97 S made a dent in the memories — if not the 
hearts, of spectators at the Field. After the game was over, the 
Class marched to town, headed by Drum Corps and Band, one 
or the other of which played every step of the way. Then the 
professorial circuit was traveled, and '97 S paid its vociferous 
respects to ex-President Dwight, President Hadley, Director 
Chittenden, and Professors Brush, Brewer, Lounsbury, Famam 
and Hastings. After paying ceremonious homage to these dis- 
seminators of knowledge, the Class marched to Music Hall on 
Court Street, where a flow of joy and a feast of reason had been 
prepared. 

The banquet over, the Class adjourned to the Campus, where 
irrepressible classmates indulged, without fear of criticism, in the 
intellectual pastime of playing the fool in public. Alas! never 
again will that privilege be ours. But, never mind! Playing 
the fool in public would have been no fun had it been a life-long 
privilege. So here's to the good times we've had, — and the 
better times we are bound to enjoy as faithful members of '97 S 
and loyal sons of Yale!
